EDITORIAL COMMENTS 


At a recent Unesco conference in Paris on brain research. Dr, K. E. Moyer of 
the Univer^ty of Pittsburg told a fascinated audience that h\iman agression inay 
be controlled by a FLICK of the electric -switch or a variety of pills. 

According to Dr, Moyer, both MAN and ANIMALS possess circui-ts in the brain 
which upon stimulation produce both aggressive and peaceful behavior*■ For example, 
in one experiment a part of a cat's brain was electrically stimulated. Immediately 
the cat attacked a rat, A DIFFERENT part of its brain was then stimiilated, and it 
IGNORED the rat. Similarly, a woman patient became most agressive when a partic¬ 
ular brain ferea was stimula-ted. Once the electric current was turned off, she be¬ 
came sweet, mild-mannered and apologized for her display of hostility, "Her hos¬ 
tility behavior COULD BE TURNED CW AND OFF WITH A SWITBH," Dr, Moyer explained. 

He then pointed out that centers of agression might well be sensitized by 

chemicals in the blood, especially hormones.Scoop would like to point out 

that there are many old and dusty back-files which contain the records of contact- 
ees, Im many of these cases one single thread seems to be constantly seen, The 
MENTAL condition of these people BEFORE contact - and AFTER contact - has been 
noted to be considerably changed. In many instances the 'contactee* has been a 
normal person, living a normal life who then becomes a religious fanatic who seems 
’compelled’ to thrust his ’experience’ upon any and all by taking to the lecture 
platform and evolving a ’new’ religion. Before his ’contact’ he was no more or 
no less than the ordinary everyday citizen. 

There are cases in which the ’contactee’ was a peaceful person by nature, who 
then became quite agressive and beligerent. In other words, a complete changing of 
the personality. This could in some way be accounted for by the impact of the 
publicity resulting from his experiences, but it seems to continue and not.decline 
with the passage of time. There are many new cases of contact wihh seem to involve 
a process which is more MENTAL than physical. The contactee hears what appears to 
him to be ’voices in the head’ which seem to impart information to them with what 
sounds like a ’mechanical voice’. Or a ’hundred voices’ all speaking^at once,

This type of action leads your editor to believe that some type of mechanical

N.E.C. PLANS TO AIR UFO's - Chicago - A four-man panel headed by Dr. J. Allen 
Hynek is slated to consider the latest new evidence on unidentified flying objects 
during the National Electronics Conference, here. The UFO panel will endeavor to 
appraise the current status of UFOs in the scientific view and review the latest 
findings, including those of the Condon Committee and of the House Subcommittee 
on UFOs, according to R. J, Napolitan, NEC general manager... Other members of the 
NEC panel include Dr. David Saunders, department of Psychology, University of.Colo¬ 
rado; Fred Beckman, division of Neurological Surgery, University of Chicago, and 
William T. Powers, Lindheimer Astronomical Research Center, Northwestern Univer¬ 
sity. The controversial subject will be tackled by the panel during NEC's 3 day 
meeting at the Conrad Hilton Hotel here, Dec. 9-11.

SCIENTISTS CONSIDER WORLD COOPERATION ON UFO's - By Walter Sullivan - NY TIMES- 
Should the nations of the world work together to present a vinited front to those 
allegedly piloting unidentified flying objects ? Or is the evidence for such vis¬ 
itations so flimsy that the subject of UFO's does not merit serious inquiry ? 

Both points of view were expressed yesterday at an informal meeting of space spec¬ 
ialists held in conjunction with the congress of the International Astronautical 
Federation taking place at the VJaldorf-Astoria Hotel. 

Participants were urged to speak freely. They were promised that they would not 
be quoted by name without their consent. Representatives from eight countries 
in addition 'to the United States attended the meeting. The meeting was organized 
by Dr. J, Allen Hynek... The purpose of the session was to explore the possibility 
of international cooperation in studying UFO's. An Italian delegate urged creation 
of an international center to deal not only with unidentified flying objects but 
also with their alleged inhabitants. The possibility that they are unfriendly, he 
said, has to be considered. None of the other participants or observers — one of 
whom was an American scientist-astronaut - went so far as to express a belief that 
UFO's are piloted. A scientist from Yugoslavia said that no reliable data on them 
had been collected in his country. ■ . i 
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An associate of the National Defense,Research Institute in Sweden said the instit¬ 
ute had undertaken a study of UFO’s as a result of popular pressure. However, the 
reports have been scarce, he said, and the great majority of events - though not 
all - have been explained. The Czechs said an informal group of astronomers had 
been formed to look into the subject but had not yet found evidence for any such 
flights over their territory. In Brazil, it was reported, the Air Force has re¬ 
cently been told to organize an investigation with the aid of civilian experts. 
Several speakers urged international cooperation, such as standardization of UFO 
report forms. However, it was agreed that no action should be taken until after 
the appearance .of a report by a University of Colorado team headed by Dr. Edward 
U, Condon. ^

ion gear, on to the banks of the Peropava River in Brazil's Sao Pavilo province — 
and a strange civil engineering project will be under way. For the 120 wockmen 
under the control of scientists from Rio de Janeiro, will .dredge the deep mud of 
the sluggish Peropava looking for a strange silver object popularly believed to 
be a flying object! Hundreds of people saw what has been described as a "shining 
silver disc" roar over the riverside villages and plunge .into the Peropava one 
afternoon in June, 1967... Suddenly, they were all startled by a strange roaring 
noise.

WARREN. OHIO PILOT SAYS UFO »CHASED» PLANE] - JULY 10, 1968 - What began as a ra¬ 
ther romantic airplane-flight in the moonlight Monday night ended as a-nerve- w»ack- 
ing experience if or j; two Warren brothers and their dates when they encountered an \in- 
_identified flying object which simulated an attack on the aircraft at an altitude 
of about 4,000 feet... Richard (Dick) Montgomery, a Warren pilot who holds an FAA 
commercial license... "We were cruising over the west side of Warren about 10;20PM 
headed east Whefl: I noticed an object coming toward us from the direction of Young- 
town to the southeast. "I swung over in that direction to get a closer look when 
the object headed directly toward our airplane. It stopped and hung motionless in 
the air at an altitude of about 4,000 ft. momentarily and as our aircraft came 
closer it moved swiftly upward and came back at us from another angle." 'The pilot 
described the UFO as CYLINDRICAL in shape, of metallic composition with a muffled 
light beaming from underneath. He said it was from 16 to 20 feet from top to bot¬ 
tom, from six-to 10 feet in diameter and was poised in a vertical position during 
its flight. Montgomery said that although the object was cylindrical in shape, the 
metal sides had a sort of an octagonal appearance. "I sent my aircraft into sev¬ 
eral maneuvers and the UFO kept following me, staying a distance of 150 to 200 yds, 
away all the time. After several maneuvers which simulated a military dogfight the 
object suddenly sped in an easterly direction at amazing speed and wa‘s qvdckly out 
of sight."

About 9 PM, Sunday, July 28, 1968, five children affirmed that they saw a 
flying saucer.land in a grain field situated near the house where they were play- 

ing, ' The landing took place at St. Stanislas de Kostka, 45 miles southwest of 

, Montreal, They also saw a "being" from space. 

The children are Denis Leger, 12; his brother Regent, 15, the three others 
are Nicole, 14; Paul, 20 and Joanne Sauve, 9. Denis and Paul were on the sec¬ 
ond floor of the Sauve house when Denis saw a circle with a brilliant red halo 
through the window. ■ Excitedly he called the others. Some seconds later, a sec¬ 
ond object resembling the first came into view. The objects changed positions 
slowly and continuously without sharp movements. While one stopped, the other 
descended vertically. It looked like a crown as it glided gently to the groiind 
—nx3is©lessly about l,000_feat. from the children's observation point, . 

Soon, Denis cried, "It's a flying saucer," which the others thought also, 

"I know it, I am certain," he said. "I saw one like it last year nearly on the 

same date but dviring the afternoon. It had followed me for about 5 minutes about 

20 feet above the ground as I rode my bicycle. I saw the interior. It was easy 
because the bottom was made of, glass, about 3 or 4 inches thick. It had 3 per - 
sons in it, one was seated at one end. and the others at the other end. They were 
small and black. It resembled a round, and shining saucer. There wasn't anything 
above or below and it made no sound." . 

The five children decided to look from the window on the ground floor, then 
go into the yard to see better, Denis, the bravest of the group was the first 
outside with a flashlight in his hand. He shone the light on a cluster of trees 
to-his right and then about 50 feet further ahead. They saw a creature, panicked, 
and flod -to the house.

The light -showed a head beyond the fence, a smboth black or brown head which 
appeared to enter the shoulders without a neck. The eyes were round and larger 
than normal but wrinkled. The ears were normal but were surrounded by hair or 
black wool.■ The mouth was not enormously large but the nose was flat. The chin 
was normal. In all, the head was bigger than a human's and the over-all height 
of the creature was aroiuid 4 feet. The children were msdnly fearful because the 
skin was "wrinkled, scabby with bumps." As it showed itself more, the being 
lifted its right hand to the top of its head. The hand had fingers that were 
very large, black, bruised, scabby like the skin of a "crapeau". It opened its 
and closed its mouth like a baby who wanted to say something. It remained in 
this position and then backed off slowly towards the barn, making little steps, 
then disappeared.

STRANGE METAL FQUMD I N COLUMBIA (reprinted from; SPACELINK - Lionel Beer, Editor- 
* 15 Fr e .shwater Co\g*t. Crawford St. London. England) 

.Is' it the remains of a crashed UFO? 

In the east of Colvimbia, in a part called Llanos orientales, a flying object ex¬ 
ploded with three ear-splitting‘blasts on Feb. 12, 1968. Natives said that a 
strange metallic disc-shaped object had been seen rushing through the sky a few 
^seconds before the blast..,A research party sent to the spot discovered a crater 
caused by the explosion, and fragments of metal. A large piece three meters in 
diameter was taken to Bogota on the 20th. The piece weighed 57 kilograms and ef¬ 
forts to break the metal up for transportation were unsuccessful. It is very hard, 
extremely smooth and showed tinges of green and orange - apparently the effects of 
air friction and high temperature. It also contained tiny grooves, which may have 
been due to heat or to the explosion. No tool would produce the slightest scratch 
on the metal. 

Another strange property - when struck with the hand or other object, the metal 
gave off thf sound of; a bell - but it seemed to be magnified several times. The 
main piece taken to Bogata (57 Kg.) was about 18 feet at its longest,., it was 
found at Pitipui, 6 hours from Orucue City, and it is, said to be shaped like a 
car mud gua»d. There was no appendage to 'the metal, which might be part of a 
propulsion system. 

Scientists from many countries arrived to examine the object, American 
specialists have stated that this metal is not part of a satellite, neither does 
it seem like part of a meteor. The local natives, who are very frightened and 
superstitious,'have now admitted that flying balls have fnequently been sighted 
over the ar%a. Also an object of approximitely 12 meters long and 6 metres wide 
came down about 18 months before, and the remmnants were also, taken to Bogata 
for examination.

THE HYPNOSIS ANGLE_LRY ,,.1.;:„:. ■ •....

How many UFO cases have the basic theme of someone looking at a light moving 
around in the sky ? I v;ould venture to estimate that a very large portion of the 
cases on file have this as their foundation. Some recent cases involving consid- 
-erably more than simple observation of lights in the sky have given me reason to 
wonder whether some-of these sightings might npt actually be the dim post-hyphdtic 
memory of experiences far broader than,the remembered light. 

QUESTIcflj; How much work has been done with people who make these elementary 
reports in-tiae direction of (a) finding out if any sort of time lag, as in the Hill 
case, exists, and (b) bringing in hypnotic regression techniques"?’I wduld suggest 
the following; 

.(a) At an early date field investigators shoilLd .endeavour to obtain^the assistance 
of one or more' medically qualified hypnotists t o assist in future cases of this 
sort. * U 

(B) Local and other laws should be checked as to the current legal acceptability 

of the use of hypnosis in such cases. . .. ...h... ,, ..r-i. 

(C) - If "A" and "B" aboye have been dealt with in a satisfactory manner,' hew cases 
of lights in the sky should be investigated in light of the possibility bf typhotic 
influences. Witnesses, particularly in cases where a small number of persons are 
involved, should be checked carefully for tine discrepancies,.and perfidssion to 
employ hypnotic regression should be sought. 

(D) As often as possible, but particularly in any case inhere a time discrepancy 
appears, the medically qualified hypnotist should be brought in upon consent of 
the witness. Initially one or two hypnotic sessions should be conducted (or what 
ever the hypnotist deems appropriate). If this develops anything of interest , a 
long range hypnotherapy program may be advisable. Efforts, in general, should be 
made to obtain the permiru.ton of the i;itnens to allow the investigator to be privy 
to any.relevant information that becomes available. 

It should be perfectly clear that we d o not advocate the indiscriminate use 
of hypnosis in such cases. Hypnosis in the wong hands, is dangerous enough for 
anyone, In the case of persons i>;ho have had a UFO experience this may be all the 
more true. 

What we do wish to see is the introduction of responsible use of hypnotic 
techniques in the investigation of "simple” UFO cases as well as in contact or 
near-contact cases. This process may open up to Ufologists great amoiuits of data 
previously lost for the lack of investigations in this direction. 

• 

There is also a considerable possibility that this technique coulB be brought 
to bear in older cases of the same type. In this vay information previously neg¬ 
lected could be retrieved.

ALL FLORIDA REPORTS BY OUR NEWEST SCOOP BRANCH OFFICE DIRECTORS 

Msny reports of orange-red objects coining in from the Gulf of Mexico area near 
Sarasota and it's surrounding towns have been filed here through the efforts of 
MRS.: JUNE BARTHOLOMEW - 2804 Parandor Place, Sarasota. She has made contact with 
the local newspaper and has cooperated with them on several local cases, She has 
done extensive UFO organizational work and is well qualified to direct her area. 

One of the latest reports she has investigated occurred on Nov. 19, 1^8 in which 
a brilliant-red-orange object was seen over the Giilf waters and the witnesses des¬ 
cribed it ns being so bright it shone on the waves. It headed due west and then 
faded out. This was at 7:30 PM and aproximately 10 minutes later Mrs. Bartholomew 
and her friend, Noreen, saw the same object again about 55 degrees from the horizon 
and going northwest to Southeast. Others also saw the same thing,; Earlier in the 
month phptographs had been taken,of an object in the Sarasota areaj They are now 
under investigation and analysis, alti^ough a possibility of a hoax^exists......... 

Mrs. Eula Lewis - Box 381, Rt, 4, Brooksville, Fla. filed reports of another 
landing/contact that allegedly happened to John Reeves of Brooksville. A full 
interview concerning this event was taped by this editor with Mrs.^Lewis. , Photos 
.ware obtained?of the landing area,and of several persons involved in the investig¬ 
ation. The report on this landing has not been finalized as yet though details 
have been duly noted and filed for future referrence... Other reports have come 
in frpm the same, .area as on August 24, 1968 - three witnesses who live„ in Brooks- 
yille reported that an object that had a '.slip and slide' motnbn came in low over 
the firetower, tilted, and then proceeded back into the woods towards the location 
of previous Reeves landings. They followed it and at one point the object hovered 
over their car and flashed a brilliant light upon them. On October 12, 1968, this 
editor and her husband in the company of Mrs. Lewis, her husband Ralph,, and Mrs. 
Jenny Miller, Director - Scoop. Branch Office - New Port Richey - observed a very 
bright orange glowing object coming in toward us .just slightly over tree-top level. 
This was in the vicinity of the huge power-tower complex there. Air Force jets 
then came into the area - object left areai On the night of Oct. 13th, reports 
from Lakeland came in of an "object from space" (radio) which created a large 
explosion sound which shattered windows at the Watkins Trucking Co. and left a 
crater in the ground - 4 feet wide and l-^ feet deep. NO metalic fragments were 
said to have been found at the site. This occurred near an orange grove and a 
mushroon-shaped cloud was reported to have happened. The terrific noise was des¬ 
cribed by one witness as "louder than 14 sonic booms'" Eula also had reports of 
apparent UFO actioity in the Crystal River area where the new Atomic Energy - 
Power generating plant is being built... 

During this same period of time — reports .were coming in to the .St,- Pete office 
of 'peculiar, "whoosing or swishing-type .noises' which have in many cases gone hand 
in hand in ufo .data. These were heard in many towns including St. Petersburg, 
Dunedin, Tarpon Springs, New Port Richey and Hudson. Early in-August some very 
important data had been obtained from a particular area in Hudson, and during a 
sighting expedition photographs were obtained by a member of our party. FuJ.l de¬ 
tails on this will be forthcoming soon. • Two bright objects were seen over a power 
tower complex by all witnesses. The Air Force jets arrived on schedule (I-),,... 

We give full credit to our ever alert and watchful radar operators..Earlier in 
Jvily report's were filed from that area by Mr. Wallace-McNeil of an object spotted 
- ."domed-type" and very low over the witness's house. Also 'dumb-bell shaped' 
footprints were found in a-^^each grove nearby. They resembled, those, in the Reeves' 
contacts.,,,-.-. ‘ ”

She has a fene file of Florida sightings including; 

A County pdrcrolman, Mr. Briar, Seminole Beach> saw a large glowing disc, orange 
in color, moving north to south level with the waves just over the ocean. It had 
a vapor trail or smoke. This was during the month of July about 3 Am. He said it 
was moving at a tremendous rate of speed in a straight line. He also reported that 
he had witnessed several other,sightings of this type of object. 

Two fishermen told Patrolman, Briar that they had seen a disc over the Jetties 
while they were fishing a few minutes later another disc appeared moving in the 
same direction and very fast. These jetties are just across the highway from 
the Naval base at Mayport, Fla. 

Jim Kirby, owner of the sanpper boat, Virginia, reports large red balls of light 
which appear in the same spot each time he goes to the snapper grounds...

CONTACT WITH THE "OLD ONES"

,* Some years ago, I noticed several very interesting scinece-fiction. stories 

■in issues of various magazines, all of them by the same author. As this author 
aften made reference to Charles Fort in his stories, I decided to write to him 
, * and see if, perhaps, he bad been a member cf the Fortean Society. 

He replied, stating that although he had never joined the Society, he had -4 

_ "always been fascinated, by the man’s works and (l) feel he's very near the truth 
in a great part of it," As I had mentioned my interest in UFOs and Forteans in 
my letter to him, he proceeded to tell me the following story: j. 

7.3rij . ■ 

, "I once knew a man, way back in the thirties (and he was about eighty then, 

an old sailing boat skipper who had participated in the great grain races around 
the Horn) who called himself only 'Harmonious'. We used to sit around on the 
: beach and listen while he told us, quietly and vdthout affectation, of his meet¬ 
ings with Ms astral friends high atop Mr. Shasta (and many years later the first 
UFOs were sighted right near that spot) and of his many trips throughout this sys¬ 
tem and others. He was bearded, never seemed to change from one year to the nextj 
■ a vegetarian, and a gentle souh. His description of the vehicle used for flight 
very(Closely resembled certain other descriptions now in common usage — all this 
long before the huge UFO scare. Harmonious was last seen in the late fifties - 
_ and looking exactly as he had thirty years before. Ageless, apparently, and a 
man curiously untroubled by the opinions of his listeners who, unanimously, 
labeled him a harmless nut. He never attempted to capitalize on his experiences, 
unlike certain self-styled contactees with us today." 

Needless to say, I was very interested in this story and fired off another 
letter to the author, asking for more details on "Harmonious." In his second: 
letter, he gave the requested details, but asked that the material be kept in 
confidence. However, as it is now five years later and I am purposely omitting 
the author's name, I can see no harm in divulging this (to me) quite interesting 
story. 

His second letter contained the following; 

"I'll try to recall more of what he (Harmonious) had to say in his own quiet way 
(the man never tried to force his ideas on anyone— quite the contrary. Unless 
asked a direct question, he never volunteered information. But he'd answer any¬ 
thing, quickly and frankly, as I recall). 

"I do know that he had two manners of speaking. When he talked of beings 
on other planets, he was often facetious (Martians') was the most often used ex¬ 
pression). However, he was deeply serious whenever he spoke of the 'OLD ONES'. 

, "Insofar as the Old Ones were concerned, his particular friend used a ve¬ 

hicle that, apparently, was a low-slung gondola, without wheels or-any visible 
means of support or propulsion, for that matter. He's often pick up a clam-shell 
or halfshell, that is, and say the vehicle looked almost like that. 

_ CONTINUED 
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A low couch, nothing else. No top or sides or windshields. When it moved 
the atmosphere surrounding the vehicle darkened and became opaque —— nothing was 
visible. Also, no feeling of motion or gravity. Apparently his friend ( an Old 
One) utilized applied levitation as propulsive force. This vehicle was used 
only to pick up and take him to the domain of the Old Ones. This was far be¬ 
neath the earth. Usually he entered via a cavern on Mt. Shasta. There are 
other entrances— Antartica, the Andes — in fact, look at the so-called 'circle 
of fire' on a good geological map —• and the great faulted areas surrounding the 
Pacific and you'll approximate the many areas he mentioned as portals to the old 
people's world. 

"These Old Ones have dated back several hundred million years (and yet, tak¬ 
ing planet earth as criterion, there's been time and more than enough time for 
fifty such races to have risen, achieved godlike eminence - decay and fall into 
silence). Often, in his joking manner. Harmonious spoke Of the maxiy planets that 
are around our sun and still undiscovered. He was quite casual about the Surface 
features of the planets, probably because he never spent much time there - he was 
always in them, not on them. I get the impression that there may be others not 
of the Old People, utilizing these planets; apparently these others are of little 
interest to Harmonious (and by extension, his friends, the Old Ones) and are even 
something of a joke to him (and again, to the Old Ones). 

"All the Old Ones are of one race, both here and on the other- planets. They 
carry on intercourse with one another here on earth, the planets and their var¬ 
ious natural satellites (all of which are inhabited underground). They have a 
great many artificial satellites around the gravitational nodes of all these bod¬ 
ies, which I assume are used solely for docking facilities for their interplanet¬ 
ary craft. (All this told us by Harmonoiis long before WW 2 - and certainly long 
before the first UFO outcry following the Mt. Rainier sightings). 

..."To extrapolate from Harmonious' stories of the old people; Deep within the 
core of any planet the temperture would be controllable given an' inexhaustable 
source of power ( and knowledge) and such power is inherent in the very force which 
created this planet...Incidently. Harmonious anticipated Velikovsky -by some years, 
when he told us of a disaster of unparalleled magnitude which struck the earth 
several hundred millions of years ago - and which he saw reporduced by a recording 
device similar to a moving picture projector but unlike it in action: a planetoid 
approached earth and caused the complete destruction of the existing atmosphere... 
the only life to survive was that in the depths of the seas — and deep imderground. 

"If” this sort of accident occurs in nature as a matter of course, ona could 
well londerstand why an ancient and immensely intelligent race would choose to 
modify their environment and live far londerground on all the planets, manufactur¬ 
ing all their, necessities... So, according to Harmonious, all the planets are in¬ 
habited by a long-lived scientifically advanced race, all living deep beneath the 
siarface ( at least well down in the crust — here it would be about thirty-five 
miles down), all humanoid in appearance, and undoubtedly the masters of the Solar 
System. There may be others living on the surfaces; undoubtedly a younger, in¬ 
ferior race — perhaps remnants of other earlier surface races... Anyone game for 
a re-reading of Shaver's writings or the books and magazines dealing with the 
Allende letters? No to mention Jessup's THE CASE FOR THE UFO, with its comihents 
on the use of grafeational nodes by spacecraft. We are all fairly sure that there 
is someone "out there". Is there also someone "down there" ?

Gentlemen: ' ' . 

. Last week I had the opportunity of "viewing the space around me" from one 
of Canada's ’Look--Out* points at the 5,000 ft. level in oiir Manning Park in the 
Coast Range of British Columbia. There I had the opportunity of meeting a Ger- 
' man family, 3 generations, down to 1 year old. It appeared within a few minutes 
that they were most interested in the UFOs, the son having heard Dan Fry, The 
mother of the senior couple", had heard Professor Oberth - This is the reason for 
this letter - the Frdu stated that you had said That they are hostile’. 

This immediately brings to mind two important aspects of the study. 

Firstly .- the Issue;' Are they hostile' or friendly? 

Secondly - Immediately allied‘‘with tliis - the engendering of fear of the ■ 
'visitors’. ' 

\ 

I am at present completely unconvinced that either answer contains the whole 
truth. Let us for a minute consider the two aspects. There HAVE been depredat¬ 
ions attributed to the UFOs - loss of people, loss of marine and air crews, some 
inflividuals'evidently paralysed, some burned and killed on the ground. Against 
this we have had during over 20 years, hundreds, may we say perhaps thousands 
of instances when the elusive UFOs have 'made off suddenly, leaving people gas¬ 
ping on' the ground who might have wished to look!at them more closely, or per - 
haps even make a contact with them. Likewise the same thing in the air!,, when 
OUT aircraft have attempted an 'interception' or. close-up Identification - mak - 
ing it impossible for oinr craft to approach them'within five to eight miles. Can 
this behaviour be construed as indicating HOSTILITY ? Must we then realize that 
we are‘ faced with TWO possible answers ? 

Let us fdr a moment consider the engendering of. FEAR - the writings and the 
headings used by all, or most, of the above, noted UFO! 'personalities' have done 
this at times - even the cover design of ".UFOs over the America's" seems desig¬ 
ned to produce shudders down the spine ... The title of a'lead article in one of 
the large circvilation magazines in. the U.S. "UFOs PANIC MAJOR AIRLINES", and the 
first item is an interview with. CPA Airlines Capt. Milbank, word for word similar 
to the taped intei’View iiiade by this writer by Capt. Milbank for our club.- He 
stated that at the nearest point of approach of the 'unknown' he was on the point 
of taking the big Boeing TO7 off the automatic pilot - I do not recall that he 

actually.did-so ---was he . !-panicked' ? This point of the reaction of the sighter 

must stem from one or both of TWO things - obviously the background and immediate 
emotional state of the individual, and possibly, perhaps, secondly, the feelings 
produced in the'sighter by the VISITORS, Definitely, we do NOT always react to 
the 'natural fear of the unknown'.

An instance of ny-oidest a-ssociates/ er- weii-reftd-and 

informed man, a lecturer on the history df art, made a sighting which lasted 
perhaps three minutes — he was able to share it with anclher person - whose 
involuntary exclamation was; "Why, its a visitor from another world". My 
friend was completely convinced then and there, that it-was not ours, said 
it gave him 'a good feeling' to know that there are others in the Univer'se. 

He concluded an interview recorded by me, that - 'This was. one. of the GREAT 
emotional experiences of my life'. I submit that he was by no means alone 
in his reaction.

writers and' publications merely because it 'sells well'. 

My whole^ point. Sir, is simply this: That, realizing that you gentlemen 
vjell versed in the accepted science of today, must find it most difficult to 
envision or even consider a 'new' and alien science. One is reminded of the 

man who, many years ago said that man would have 'all the answers within 25 

years' — but, as the 25 years passed it became apparent that as questions 
were answered - MORE AJID MORE' questions came forward to BE answered. So, in 
the light of the physical 'material' evidence available on the UFO is it not ' 
possible" to conceive of a highly 'advanced' race coming to EARTH - even, perhaps, 
as some of the so-called 'crackpot' contactees have claimed? 

1 am well aware that there is no ve stage, of incontr over table PROOF for these 
claims - what is such 'proof ? But, to those of you who reach others by your 

publications> if you wish to quote my letter, I would ask both, you and your read¬ 

ers to adopt, perhaps, a 'wait' and see' attitude. 

Can it be within the realms of possibility that the late noted Canadian 
researcher, Wilbert B. Smith, was not so far from the truth when he said' that; 
"There is a segment coming which is sincerely interested in'humanity, on the. 

"planet earth; another which knowing that extensive geological and sociological 
changes are imminent - are here simply as tourists to observe; a third which 
is. here simply to expedite 'a plan' of which we have no knpwledge". “ y .

Do we have the "Men In Black" in the Pittsburg area ? Are people here 
being intimidated because of knowledge or experiences with UFOs ? What is 
the local picture regarding this mystery ? 

These questions, and others of a similar vein, have cropped up lately in 
the minds of some of our investigators, since a few experiences have occurred 
that make us take a serious look at them. 

To those who are not familiar with our "Men In Black", a short review; 

For years, according to writers like John Keel, Brad Steiger, Joan Whritenour, 
and others, UFO investigators and others involved with the UFO phenomena have 
suffered harassment and even various forms of injury at the hands of so-called 
"silencers". These men, usually dressed in black, have appeared seemingly from 
nowhere to try and dissuade people having a recent experience with UFOs from dis¬ 
cussing it. On January 28, 1967, Keel reported that the U. S. Air Force was ser¬ 
iously concerned over reports that alleged representatives of the Government or 
Air Force had confiscated UFO photos and warned witnesses to keep silent about 
their observations. Misrepresenting one’s self as a Government or military 
official is a Federal offense. 

A sighting over Pittsburg on June 17 of this year was photographed by two 
young lads using a Polaroid camera. The photographs were not of the best qual¬ 
ity, but then UFOs have a reluctance to pose for their pictures. Under the cir¬ 
cumstances, the pictures were rather good. On July 5, one of the photographers 
received a telephone call purportedly from a "Captain Munroe, or somethiing like 
that, from the UFO Research Institute." He had asked if the UFO had been report¬ 
ed, and when answered in the affirmative, stated that we at the Institute had 
"fovind out" that the pictvires were fake, and for the lad to keep his "mouth shut 
or something would happen" to him. This call was followed up by another call 
that was short and to the point; "This is me again..." 

Needless to say, the calls were not authorized by nor were they made by 
anyone from the Institute. If two serious-minded young men had not been fright¬ 
ened, it could all be dismissed as the work of a prankster.but whom ? The 

persons told no one except their parents after reporting to us. We at the Ins¬ 
titute had told no one, including other members, luitil after this particular in¬ 
cident had passed. (Primarily, the delay in passing the information on to anyone 
else was necessitated by time required to study the pictvires, make sufficient 
enlargements, etc.) 

Earlier in the year, in a neighboring city, a UFO investigator group chair¬ 
man had an encounter with the "Men in Blackl' Very active in UFO work, Frank 
(not his real name) was in the middle of studying a large flap when he began re¬ 
ceiving phone calls of a similar nature; "Lay off... forget the UFO thing."

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' But Prank ignored the calls, except to report them. Then, following a 
night when some radio equipment was forcibly removed from his car, FranH re¬ 
ceived a call telling him that "The next time it won't be your tangible assets." 
Neadless'-to-say, Prank was-a bit shaken. Later, he had a visit by three men 
dressed in black suits that reminded him of the quilted uniforms used in the 
Korean War. The men spoke in a strange manner, seemiingly out of breath, and 
never directly mentioned the "UFO subject, but they made intimidating remarks. 
Frank'had the foresight to dopy down the license number of their car, but in 
checking it out, found the number did not exist in the state's files. He had 
probably made a mistake in copying it, or it could have been altered. The men 
had represented themselves as members of a NICAP sub-committee from a city which 
has no such organization. 

The UFO Research Institute investigated the incidents. One morning, after 
telling an Institute member on the phone that "I'm ready to drop this whold 
UFO business," Frank got an anonymous call: "Glad to hear your're finally 
wising up, Frank." In January of this year, a man sighted a UFO in the middle 
of the ■ afternoon.- He had a-real good look at it, too. He mentioned it to a 
■few of his co-workers, and being ridiculed, dropped the subject. In fact, he 
-vowed never to mention it again. He began to notice that a strange car, a black 
Ford carrying two men, was following him too often to be coincidence. 

He didn't connect tliis with the UFO sighting at first but did mention it 
to his wife... and also mentioned that it was v/orryiing him. Why-did:anyone want 
to follow him ? What could they want ? Then one morning on his way to work, he 
spotted the same car, with the same two non. This time it was coming toward him.. 
straight toward him. He cut his wheels and ran off the road to avoid a collision, 
and although badly shaken, was unhUrt. Was there any connection between this;in- 
cident and his sighting of a UFO ? He began to think that there was, but remain¬ 
ed silent about the whole affair until he sighted a second UFO, but this"time with 
several witnesses to back him up. His report to the Institute of this more recent 
sighting, and the subsequent investigation, brought out the story of this first 
encounter. 

More recently, a sighting that was recorded on film was reported to the Ins¬ 
titute. The person reporting it had several times planned to show his fild pub¬ 
licly, but each time something came up to prevent it. He discussed the film with 
Stan Friedman, and promised to bring it to the Institute and give us all a look 
at it. He also told of being visited by three men from the "Department . of Inter¬ 
nal Security". 'These men had requested that the film, eleven minutes of action 
-of a UFO taken in color in Viet Nam, be turned over to them. The owner of the 
film reportedly had refused unless they pnoduced a search warrant, which they 
were unable to do. As they departed, he made a fast check to determine that 
their car at least did have license plates from Washington, D.C. However, an 
attempt to follow up on the visitors has been met with no success. 

’ ' Our awareness of the "Men In Black", and our readiness to confront them 

with questions, should they make themselves known to us, may eventually give 
us further insight into this mystery, if one, in fact, does exist...
